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MAY BE MURDER 


of Bessie Davis Found 


in Water 


BEVERLY. Mass., 
Sept. 
27.—The 


body of Miss Bessie Davis, who had 
been missing from her home at Bev- 
erly Farms 
since Sunday night, was 


found yesterday in the water off Lee's 
Beach, She was 23 years old and hud 
been employed as a governess. 


The autopsy on the body was com- 


pleted at 11 o'clock last night by Med- 
ical Examiner George A. Stickney. At 
the conclusion he stated that he was 
uncertain as to the exact cause 
of 


death, and that he was not prepared 
to state whether it was murder or sui- 
cide. He found two clean cuts on the 
head, both of which had entered as 
far as the skull bone, but did not frac- 
ture it. One cut above the right tem- 
ple hi the hair is three inches long, 
and the other, about two-thirds of an 
inch long, triangular in shnpe, is one 
and one-half inches above the left eye. 


Dr. Stlckney said the wounds were 


made either by a sharp instrument or 
were received by falling headlong from 
a big roek.

will make his report to District Attor-

police are awaiting instructions

Medical. Examiner G. 
A. 
Stickney 


with Dr. John J. Slip*, John J. Martin 
and Dr. Harry E. Sears performed the 
autopsy on the dead girl last night. 
Two wounds were found on the head. 
One began at the median 
line 
quite, 


high in the hair, radiated diagonally to 
the right, and 
stopped 
about 
four 


Inches from the right car. The cut 
was clean and straight and ran into 
the bone, cutting through 
the 
peri- 


osteum. The other wound was on the 
left side of the head, and In the na- 
ture of a puncture, perhaps half an 
inch In diameter, rather triangular in 
shape, about an inch from the median 
line and about \\'z inches above the left 
eye. denuding the bones. 


One rather peculiar feature was that 


the eyes of the girl when found were 
tightly closed. In drowning the eyes 
are usually found open. There was no 
evidence of fracture of tho skull and 
the doctors said last night that 
the 


wound might have been 
caused 
by 


some instrument nr 
falling from 
a 


rock, head downward. The tide was 
not high at the time that death is sup- 
posed 
to 
have 
occurred, 
and 
the 


promontory abounds In jagged 
rocks 


which might have caused .lust such 
wounds as were found on the body. 


The girl was found to be in a per- 


fectly healthy condition and the doc- 
tors said there was no evidence of an 
aesauli. According to 
Dr. 
Stickney. 


thn wounds were not necessarily fatnl. 
He would not say whether death was 
caused before or after the body went 
into 
thv water. 


When Dr. Stickney was nt the beach 


yesterday afternoon, he saw pieces of 
note paper on the beach.
